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Waiting For God's lime 


In this critical time of world crisis, we 
must keep step with God and wait with 
patience for His time. We are living in 
a world of turmoil, going to and fro, 
impatience, automobiles and airplanes 
traveling at lightning speed. Many will 
hardly take time to stop for red lights, 
as they crash against one another, which 
is a fulfillment of the Bible. Just going, 
going, going. Where? Toward eternity. 
The world has forgotten God, and is 
going on to the inevitable climax of the 
great battle of Armageddon. If the whole 
world would pause for a moment and ask 
God in prayer this great world war would 
cease. If men would wait, and ask God, 
peace could be again restored in every 
nation. 

“Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently 
for him: fret not thyself because of him 
who prospereth in his way, because of the 
man who bringeth wicked devices to 
pass,” Pe: 37:7. 

We are told of certain men that walked 
with God. Enoch walked with God, the 
Bible says, and was naught for God took 
him. He just walked on over home with 
God one day. Elijah was another that 
walked so close to the Lord that God sent 
a chariot to take him home to heaven. 

If we are walking with anyone, we 
keep close beside him. We do not fall be- 
hind him nor do we go faster. We keep 
step with him. 

We are to walk with God. The word 
“walk” is suggestive. It does not indicate 
haste. Only once does the Bible show God 
running. The father ran to meet the 
prodigal. He runs to save, to show mercy, 
to welcome the penitent, but in other 
movements He walks. He is never in a 
hurry. He walks slowly. God walked with 
Adam and Eve in the beautiful garden of 
Eden in the cool of the day. They did not 
wait for Him, to hear His voice, but 
hastily they ran after the voice of the 
tempter, and they fell and God excluded 
them from the paradise of peace and rest. 
Unless we want to go alone, we must wait 
for God. 

In one marginal reading, the words are, 
“Be silent, be still before the Lord and 
wait for him.” His work is not yet fin- 
ished, you see it now only in process. 

An artist is painting a picture. You 
come into the studio one day and see him 
at work. You ask him what the picture is 
and he tells you. You say, “Well, I can not 
see any resemblance. I do not think that 
drapery is beautiful. That sky is not natu- 
ral.” So you go on criticizing. The artist 
says, “Wait till the picture is finished.” 
That is the thought in this psalm. David 
was in great perplexity. Things seemed 
to be going wrong. Evildoers seemed to be 
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prospering, they brought their wicked de- 
vices to pass, they slandered the right- 
eous and crushed the innocent. All this 
seemed to cause him to fret. But God said 
be still and wait for Him. All the work- 
ing is not yet finished. 

The finished product! We should wait 
for God in His providences. It takes time 
to develop them. We are assured that “all 
things work together for good to them 
that love the Lord,” but ofttimes we find 
ourselves in experiences which we think 
can not possibly bring us any good. They 
seem to be full of hurt to us. But the an- 
swer is, “Just be still and wait for God. 
His work is not yet finished. When it is 
completed we can then see the beauty, the 
good.” 


The finished product! In the great mills 
and factories are massive machines with 
power which may take the raw materials 
and crush them to bits and it would 
appear to be completely destroyed. Yet, 
as it goes through all the line of ma- 
chines, it comes out at the other end as a 
finished automobile or airplane, etc., a 
finished product. We are most likely to 
be in circumstances sometimes in this 
life when things seem to be against us,— 
sickness, suffering, loss of income. We 
may have adversity in our business affairs. 
Death may break in upon our happy cir- 
cle. Our plans may be all upset, our hopes 
all shattered. But then we must wait upon 
God and look to Him. 

We must wait for God in all our work. 
Sometimes we may grow impatient with 
the slowness with which results come. 
Parents, as they train their children, look- 
ing for the outcome of their discipline, 
need patience. Teachers meet with the 
same trial of faith as they train the pu- 


pil. When a man works with wood, stone 
or iron, he can see the result of every 
stroke. But the mind, life and character 
is a much different problem. We can not 
change a fiery, ruthless spirit to peace, 
love and gentleness in one hour. But God 
alone, in His great transformation of 
grace and time, can. 

Many times we go ahead of God be- 
cause we need patience. A boy plants his 
corn in the garden and at once begins to 
look for it to grow. The second morning 
seeing no points of green appearing, he 
digs the soil away and lays bare the grain 
or seed to see what is wrong. In his haste 
and impatience he kills the germ of life 
and it never grows. He ought to have 
waited for God. 

A writer tells of an experience of help- 
ing God with the development of an in- 
sect. He kept the cocoon of the moth for 
a long time. It was shaped like a flask and 
in the neck end was a small opening. 
That was where the moth was to crawl 
out when Nature’s time (God’s time) 
came. But this opening seemed so small, 
so much smaller than the insect. As he 
watched it in the slow struggle to escape, 
he decided to help or hasten it along, so 
he snipped the hole a little larger, and in 
a moment out crawled the moth without 
any difficulty, prematurely. It was swol- 
len and had little shriveled wings. It had 
not the graceful form it ought to have 
had. It never could fly, was impaired for 
life by his desire to help. God’s slower way 
was the right way. 

This is a picture of what we do many 
times trying to help God bring souls into 
light, or to help bring out some spiritual 
beauty in the life of a friend. We are eager 
to do good, but in too great haste. When 
one is striving to find God, some have 
said, ““You are saved, brother. Stand up 
and up. Give the preacher your hand, or 
just sign a card.” When the poor soul 
should have gone on until he was_ born 
again—GOD’S WAY. We can not wait 
for the seed to grow. We give no time for 
God to develop them into a_ beautiful 
Christian. We try to hasten the fruits of 
the Spirit. The results are that the lives 
which we try to help prematurely are 
never so beautiful. There are many 
dwarfed ones today because of this. 

We need to learn the lesson also in 
living our own life. We may be too im- 
patient with our own progress. Many a 
young person, too eager to get out of 
school and on in his course, enters active 
life, mars his own work and lessens his 
efficiency, when it might be better to 
wait. Jesus did not begin His active min- 
istry in a hurry, but spent thirty years in

So the servants of God must not be men pleasers, that 
is, they must put the service of God ahead of everything and 
they must please God first of all. It does not mean that men 
must be so afraid that they will please other men that they 
will pride themselves in being different from every one else and 
try not to please any one, for if we please God’s people there 
will be a mutual understanding, a mutual fellowship, and as the 
result a mutual joy abounding to the good of all. 

Trying to please everybody regardless of that gospel that has 

been committed to the minister, will lead one into the same 
realm in which the polished politician seeks to live, and when a ap 
one is striving as a man pleaser it is necessary that he be careful 
as to his walk and commitment in the presence of those before 
whom he shall stand or fall. But it is not eyeservice that God 
calls for, for God is constantly looking upon the heart. Re- 
gardless of where we are or with whom we are associated, His 
eyes and ears are open to the things we do and say. Men can 
see only as we are in their presence but God requires of us that

Salt is chloride of sodium, used for 
seasoning and preserving meat, etc. If you 
take away the salt you may as well throw 
the flesh to the dogs. Salt has always been 
vital to life; it has caused adventures, dis- 
coveries, rebellions and wars. Over nine 
million tons of salt 
is used annually in 
the U. S. in medi- 
cines, hospitals, 
agriculture and in- 
dustry. 

Sometimes in ze- 
ro weather high- 
ways are treated 
with salt to make 
them safer. SALTY 
CHRISTIANS 
WON’T FREEZE. 
Icebergs consist of 
fresh water. 

Refiners of oil, 
gold, silver, copper and other metals use 
salt as a processing agent, and manufac- 
turers of paper, soap and textiles use it 
as a bleacher. Salt should always be put 
into our vows and covenants. Read Lev. 
2:13; Mark 9:49. MANY VOWS HAVE

lack of salt.

Dear Brother Simmons, I wonder if you 
would answer two questions through the 
Evangel, which I found asked on a tract 
by a tongues fighter here in South Caro- 
lina. This man has been circulating these 
tracts and I would like to have them an- 
swered in the Evangel. 

Question No. 1: If the doctrine that 
every one who receives the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost speaks with other tongues is 
profitable and a part of the gospel of 
Christ, then how can Paul say, “I kept 
back nothing that was profitable unto 
you,” Acts 20:20, and, “I have fully 
preached the gospel of Christ,” Rom. 15: 
19, and yet not tell us a word in any of 
his writings about this doctrine? 

Question No. 2: \f the doctrine that all 
who receive the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost speak with other tongues is true, 
and if it is any part of the counsel of God. 
how could Paul declare, “I am pure from 
the blood of all men, for I have not 
shunned to declare unto you the whole 
counsel of God” Acts 20:26, 27, and still! 
not tell us anything about this doctrine 
in any of his writings?—C. M. J. 

Answer to Question No, 1: It will be 
noticed that the author of the tract re- 
ferred to gives as his first quotation Acts 
20:20, which statement was made to the 
church at Ephesus as is shown in the 17ta 
verse, “And from Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus and called the elders of the 
church.” If said author will kindly turn 
to the 19th chapter of Acts, he will find 
these words, “And it came to pass, that, 
while Apollos was at Corinth, Paul hav- 
ing passed through the upper coasts, came 
to Ephesus: and finding certain disciples, 
he said unto them, Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed? And they 
said unto him, We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost.” 
These men had heard only of the baptism 
of John, the baptism which is preached 
by the writer of the tract, but Paul en- 
lightened them and after baptizing them 
in the name of the Lord Jesus, according 
tc verse 6, laid his hands upon them and 
the Holy Ghost came upon them and they 
spake with tongues and prophesied. So it 
is plainly seen that Paul did not keep back 
anything from the church at Ephesus, 
but preached to them the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost and they received the ex- 
perience and spoke in other tongues. 

It is rather peculiar, in quoting Rom. 
15:19, that the author of the tract only 
quotes, “I have fully preached the gospel 
of Christ.” Let us read the full verse, 
“Through mighty signs and wonders, by

GOD MARVELOUSLY BLESSING IN 
MEXICO 

(A letter from J. H. IngyAm to General 
Overseer) 

Rev. J. H. Walker: 


Since you brethren left us in Mexico 
City, we have made another tour of the 
work in the No:thwest Territory of Mex- 
ice, visiting all of our churches and mis- 
sions, and arranged for the opening of 
services to the public in several new 
places lately opened up for the Church 
of God. 

In the meantime we held our first gen- 
eral convention for the states of Sonora 
and Sinalea, where God met with us in a 
wonderful way. No friction or contention 
was manifested among the brethren there. 

You know how we have had to carry 
en our work under certain restrictions, 
not being Mexican citizens, so I decided 
to take my case up w:th the President of 
the Republic in a personal way. After 
praying some time for God to give me 
tact and help me to go about it in a 
diplomatic way, I began my letter (in 
Spanish) by referring the General to 
Mexican history dating back to the time 
when the “Army of the Three Guaran- 
tees” entered Mexico City with banners

ZENO C. THARP, Secretary of Mission Board. 
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flying to declare in force “The law of 
the Three Guarantees,” effecting inde- 
pendence, union, and religion. Reference 
was also made to the present liberal gov- 
ernment, citing the Chief Executive to 
some of his own inaugural remarks guar- 
anteeing these constitutional rights un- 
der his regime, with compliments. By that 
time he must have been quite taken up 
with the subject, wondering where we 
got our information, as did we, though 
there is no mystery connected with any- 
thing when God undertakes, and He 
maintains an “Information Bureau,” 
whose head is fully informed. “If any 
man lack wisdom, let him ask God.” 
Then it was when we swooped down on 
the President with a final stroke of the 
pen—"mightier than the sword”—like a 
parachutist in a “lightning war” and out- 
lined briefly the Church of God’s world- 
wide program of expansion and of our 
travels in sixty-six foreign countries and 
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colonies in interest of the work. We then 
made clear our position in Mexico, asking 
moreover, for a special passport to enter 
and leave Mexico at will, when and where 
desired, as a general representative of the 
Church, visiting churches, holding con- 
ferences, etc. As a reply, yesterday’s mail 
brought a signed copy of the presidential 
order directing the Government Secretary 
to intervene in my behalf according to re- 
quest, the latter move being routine pro- 
cedure in diplomatic affairs. We have 
lately been threatened with law by some, 
but I hardly think anyone will try to 
put us out now for fear of getting “put 
in,” and you know we wouid not want to 
do that, Brother Walker, for we are try- 
ing to get people “out” of trouble, and 
we all know that, “Sin is to blame for all 
sorrow. Sin is to blame, sin is to blame; 
Have we (have they) no hope for tomor- 
Sin is to blame for it all.”

quiet preparation, waiting patiently for 
God’s time. He said to His mother at the 
marriage in Cana of Galilee, when she 
told Him they had no wine, as though she 
expected He could do something, “Mine 
hour is not yet come.” At a little later 
time, the proper time, God’s time, Jesus 
turned the water into wine, which was 
His first miracle. In those three brief 
years of His ministry, His work counted. 
Every word He spake was power. Every- 
thing He did left an impression on the 
ages to follow. If He must wait for God, 
how much more we today? Let us wait 
for God, that our work may tell. 

WE NEED to wait for God also in 
finding our way in this world. Duty is 
not always plain or clear at the time. We 
come to the point when we can not tell 
which way we should go. If we are His 
children we need not go into the darkness 
alone. Jesus said, “He that followeth me 
shall not walk in darkness.” This means 
that He will light the way and make our 
path plain. We need not stumble along in 
uncertainty. We may wait for God. He 
said, “I am the light of the world.” If we 
insist on running ahead of God, of course 
we shall be in darkness as much as if we 
stayed too far behind Him. “Thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet, and light unto 
my pathway,” and, “If we WALK in 
the light as he is in the light, we have fel- 
lowship.”

My automobile lights shine all 
the way to Detroit; I can see all the way, 
if I follow the light. So we may see to 
heaven. God never requires you to walk 
in darkness. If the way is not clear, never 
plunge into the dark. If you can not see 
God’s way then WAIT for Him. Perhaps 
you are trying to go faster than He is 
moving. Wait till He comes, then the way 
will be brighter. 


“The steps of a good man are ordered 
by the Lord.” He does not give us a map 
of the world with all our steps traced 
on it, so we may see the whole travel of 
our life, but He will always show you 
one step, and it is always the next step, 
and this next step will always lie in the 
light, while the second step may be in 
darkness and must be waited for, but the 
one will suffice for the time. Do not de- 
cide by guess, but wait for God’s leading. 
Tomorrow may be too late if you do. 

We are so quick to speak up in self- 
defense, when assailed or some one speaks 
against us in any way, but this is not the 
Christian way. The gospel gives very lit- 
tle room for self-defense. Resist not. If 
they smite you on one cheek, turn to him 
the other also. Pray for them which perse- 
cute you. Avenge not yourselves. So runs 
the Christian life. Vindication is better 
left with the Lord. “Commit thy way un- 
to the Lord; trust also in him; and he 
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shall bring it to pass. And he shall bring 
forth thy righteousness as the light, and 
thy judgment as the noonday.” Then we 
may safely leave our reputation, our char- 
acter, in God’s hands. Our impatience, 
our hurry, to help God vindicate oft- 
times only does harm. We must wait for 
God in every step of life. 

Peace comes in waiting for God. It is 
restlessness that makes life painful for 
many of us. “Does your limb hurt you se- 
verely?” asked one of a friend who lay 
with a broken leg. ‘Not when I keep 
still,’ was the answer. 

If we would keep still when a trial is 
upon us, and be silent before God, we 
would have power—less pain. It is a les- 
son of hope, too, as well as faith. The 
things that perplex and try us are God’s 
unfinished works. Bear the pain now for 
it is God’s way to health. Accept the 
cross now for it is God’s way to the 
crown. Rest in the Lord and wait pa- 
tiently for Him. The finished work by- 
and-by will explain all. When we get to 
the end the trials of this life will be 
nothing, like Enoch that walked and 
waited with God, who was a type of the 
overcoming Christian, being taken from 
this sinful world when Jesus comes. He 
was not for God took Him. “In patience 
possess ye your souls.” 

In fiery trials of darkness and despair, 

Jesus so willingly suffered there; 

To the world came the words, “It is fin- 
ished,” 

Salvation from sin, and trials extin- 

guished. 

James 5:7, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. 
Behold the husbandman waiteth for the 
precious fruit of the earth, and hath long 
patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain. Be patient and wait, and 
again I say wait upon the Lord.”

the power of the Spirit of God, so that 
from Jerusalem and round about unto 
Illyricum, I have fully preached the gos- 
pel of Christ.” From the signs and won- 
ders following Paul’s ministry, it is easy 
to understand that those people by whom 
the signs and wonders were wrought were 
filled with the Holy Ghost, thus Paul had 
evidently preached it to them. It must be 
remembered that this is only a letter to 
the Romans. It does not include all the 


things that Paul preached to them but was 
merely a letter to help establish the sys- 
tem and government of the Church. In 
verse 7 of the first chapter we note that 
the letters are addressed to those who are 
called to be saints. Had the letter been 
written to any one who fights anything 
which is a doctrine of the Bible or 
Church, refusing to accept the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, evidenced by speaking 
in other tongues, he would have evident- 
ly been more technical regarding doc- 
trine.
